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PART  I - REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Oberlin  College. 

Gentlemen; - 

I submit  herewith  my  eighth  annual  report,  for  the  col- 
lege year  1934-55. 


I.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
Membership 

The  resignation  of  Mr.  Charles  H.  Kirshner  took  effect 
at  the  close  of  the  November  meeting  of  the  Board.  The  following 
resolution  was  adopted  in  his  honor: 

Charles  Henry  Kirshner  of  Kansas  City  is  re- 
tiring at  his  own  request  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Oberlin  College.  His  services  have  been  distinctive. 

The  first  member  of  the  Board  to  be  elected  from  a city 
in  the  Southwest,  Jir.  Kirshner  conceived  it  to  be  his 
duty  to  promote  the  interests  of  Oberlin  College  in  the 
Trans-Mississippi  territory.  He  was  instrumental  in 
organizing  the  alumni  in  that  region  and  in  bringing 
the  advantages  of  the  College  before  high  school  gradu- 
ates. Largely  as  a result  of  his  efforts  nearly  fifty 
young  men  and  women  from  the  Mid-West  went  to  Oberlin. 

His  part  in  organizing  the  endowment  fund  campaigTi  in 
that  region  is  still  fresh  in  mind.  In  his  retirement 
from  the  Board  the  Trustees  wish  to  express  their  appre- 
ciation for  his  loyal  devotion  to  the  College,  and  to 
wish  him  Godspeed. 

At  the  same  meeting  three  new  Trustees  were  elected.  Mr. 
George  R.  Hemingway,  of  Oak  Park,  Illinois,  a student  in  the  Academy 
in  the  year  1894-96,  was  elected  to  succeed  Mr.  Shedd;  Mrs.  Kenneth 
F.  Rich  (Emma  Adena  Miller),  ’ll,  of  Chicago,  was  elected  to  succeed 
Mr.  Kirshner;  and  Mr.  Charles  A.  Sawyer,  ’08,  of  Cincinnati,  was 
elected  to  succeed  Mr.  Thomsen. 


Meetings 

Two  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  were  held  during  the 
year,  both  in  Oberlin;  the  annual  meeting  on  November  16,  1954;  and 
the  semi-annual  meeting  on  June  17,  1955. 
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The  Meeting  of  November  16 

The  following  Minute  was  adopted  in  honor  of  Mr.  Shedd: 

Charles  Banks  Shedd  was  a member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Oberlin  College  from  November  18,  1903, 
until  his  death,  June  20,  1954. 

He  was  graduated  from  Oberlin  College  in  1868, 
and  brought  to  the  service  of  Oberlin,  therefore,  the 
devotion  of  a loyal  son,  as  well  as  the  judgment  of  an 
experienced  man  of  business. 

The  phrase  "Learning  and  Labor"  was  to  him  no 
mere  motto.  He  believed  in  the  association  of  toil  of 
hand  and  toil  of  brain,  and  gave  evidence  of  this  belief 
through  the  gift  of  the  Shedd  Loan  Fund  ~ a fund  which 
he  and  his  brother,  Edward  Avery  Shedd,  of  the  College 
Class  of  1875,  established  in  1902  for  the  benefit  of 
self-supporting  students . 

He  had  an  important  part  in  the  business  de- 
velopment of  Chicago  through  his  long  lifetime.  After 
a varied  early  business  experience,  he  turned  more  and 
more  exclusively  to  the  field  of  transportation  finance. 

His  last  great  interest  was  in  the  promotion  of  the  St. 
Lawrence  Seaway  project. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  gratefully  records  its 
appreciation  of  Mr.  Shedd 's  long  and  faithful  service 
to  his  Alma  Mater  and  directs  that  a copy  of  this  Minute 
be  transmitted  to  his  family. 

The  vote  to  grant  certain  leaves  of  absence  for  the  year 
1935-36  (on  the  understanding  that  replacement  costs  would  be  in- 
volved, provided  the  plan  should  later  be  approved  by  the  Executive 
Committee) , was  significant  as  marking  the  first  step  toward  the 
resumption  of  a more  normal  general  financial  procedure. 

The  Committee  on  Insurance  presented  an  important  report 
recommending  many  readjustments  in  our  present  insurance  practices. 
Special  mention  of  this  report  is  made  below. 

There  was  read  a communication  from  the  General  Education 
Board  releasing  restrictions  as  to  the  use  of  interest  on  funds 
previously  given  by  that  Board  and  allowing  the  Trustees  fifty 
years  after  date  of  gift  to  use  such  funds  (originally  given  as 
endowment)  for  any  purpose  "which  in  their  judgment  will  best  pro- 
mote the  original  general  purpose  of  the  gift,  with  the  provision, 
however,  that  such  other  specific  purpose  shall  be  as  closely  akin 
to  the  original  purpose  as  may  be  found  practicable  at  the  time." 

It  was  voted  to  transfer  as  a gift  to  the  Village  of 
Oberlin  the  property,  near  the  railroad  station,  known  as  the 
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Centennial  Property.  This  property  came  to  the  College  from  the 
Oberlin  Kindergarten-Primary  Training  School,  and 
by  the  village  as  an  overflow  building  for  pupils  of  the  f 
grade  and  for  some  kindergarten  purposes. 


It  was  voted  to  increase  tuition  in  the  College  of 
and  Sciences  from  ^225  to  $250  per  year,  the  change  to  take  effect 
in  September,  1935.  It  was  understood  that  a proportionate  in- 
crease should  be  made  in  the  amounts  available  for  student  aid. 


The  usual  reports  from  officers  and  committees  were 
read  and  discussed. 


The  Meeting  of  June  17 

At  the  June  meeting  the  plan  of  the  general  .salary  re- 
duction as  adopted  in  June,  1933,  and  stated  in  the  President  s 

Report  for  the  year  1932-33,  was  amended  by  the  lightening  of  the 

percentage  of  reduction  by  2 in  each  case.  The  pl^  as  amended 
called  for  reduction  on  a graduated  scale  on  a basis  of  9%  for 
all,  plus  1%  for  those  whose  salaries  were  to  be  from  $1,000  to 
$1,900,  2%  for  those  whose  salaries  were  to  be  from  $2,000  to 

$2,750,  4%  for  those  whose  salaries  were  to  be  from  $5,000  to 

$3,500,  end  \%  additional  for  each  thousand  dollars  in  the 
salaries  of  persons  having  salaries  of  $4,000  or  above. 

At  the  same  meeting  the  schedule  adopted  in  1932  for 
the  distribution  of  the  investment  assets  of  the  College  in  the 
several  classes  of  investments,  and  stated  in  the  President’s  Re- 
port for  the  year  1932-53,  was  amended,  on  recommendation  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  by  increasing  the  amount  to  be  carried  in  common 
stocks  to  ’’approximately  20^.” 


The  Executive  Committee 


The  Executive  Comraittee  met  on  the  very  first  day  of 
the  college  year;  and  held  meetings  also  on  January  26,  April  27, 
July  11,  and  August  24,  1935.  The  first  three  and  the  last  of 
these  meetings  were  held  in  Cleveland,  the  fourth  in  Oberlin. 

In  accordance  with  the  provision  whereby  all  members  of 
the  Board,  whether  or  not  they  are  members  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, are  invited  to  be  present  at  its  meetings  and,  if  present, 
have  full  voting  rights,  the  following  Trustees  from  outside  the 
membership  of  the  committee  were  present  at  one  or  more  of  the 
meetings:  Dr.  Bradley,  Mr.  Brouse,  Mr.  McNairy,  Mr.  Hemingway, 
fJIr.  VanCleef,  Mr.  Williams. 

The  meeting  of  September  1 was  concerned  with  the 
approval  of  the  collateral  budget  and  the  making  of  supplemen- 
tary appointments.  It  was  agreed  that  the  surplus  in  the  dormi- 
tory account  should  be  designated  as  ’’Dormitory  Reserve,”  available 
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only  for  expenses  connected  with  dormitories  and  dining  halls, 
each  such  expenditure  to  be  approved  by  the  Prudential  Committee. 

At  the  meeting  of  January  26  final  approval  was  given 
to  the  plan  of  granting  for  the  following  college  year  a consider- 
able number  of  leaves  of  absence  involving  replacement  costs.  The 
Prudential  Committee  was  directed  to  carry  forward  the  plans  for 
revision  of  our  system  of  insurance  in  accordance  with  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  special  trustee  committee. 

At  the  meeting  of  April  27  the  main  list  of  appointments 
for  the  following  year  was  presented  and  adopted.  A few  advances 
in  salary,  amounting  in  all  to  about  $6,000,  were  authorized  — 
these  being  the  first  such  advances  in  three  years.  An  emergency 
appropriation  was  made  for  the  experimental  work  of  the  Departments 
of  Physics  and  Psychology.  Graduate  scholarships  were  established 
for  students  returning  from  service  as  representatives  in  the 
Oberlin-Shansi  Memorial  Schools.  The  President,  Mr.  C.  K.  Fauver 
and  Mr,  Cargill  were  constituted  a committee  on  purchase  of 
property  in  Oberlin,  with  power  to  reject  proposals,  any  recom- 
mendation of  purchase  to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

At  the  meeting  of  July  11  it  was  decided  to  take  out 
for  the  College  a general  liability  insurance  policy,  the  limits 
of  liability  being  $15,000  for  one  person  injured  and  $50,000  for 
any  one  casualty;  and  a non-ownership  liability  automobile  in- 
surance policy,  with  similar  limitations,  covering  two  classes 
of  teachers,  officers,  and  other  employees:  first,  those  whose 
usual  duties  involve  the  use  of  an  automobile;  and  second,  all 
other  employees.  It  was  voted,  also,  to  assign  the  entire  second 
floor  of  the  Evans  Block  to  the  Alumni  Association,  to  share  with 
them  in  the  cost  of  alterations,  and  to  cut  a door  through  to  the 
Oberlin  Inn  so  that  there  may  be  a direct  entrance  from  the  Inn 
into  the  offices  of  the  Association. 


The  Committee  on  Insurance 

Special  mention  should  be  made  in  this  report  of  the 
notable  work  of  the  Committee  on  Insurance.  This  committee, 
appointed  in  November,  1953,  and  consisting  of  Mr.  Cross,  chair- 
man, and  Messrs.  Fauver  and  Horr,  brought  in  its  report  at  the 
trustee  meeting  of  November  16,  1934,  as  noted  above.  The  report 
was  based  upon  insurance  surveys  made  by  two  fire  insurance  com- 
panies, and  upon  an  analysis  of  these  surveys  made  by  Mr.  Richard 
H.  Long,  '06,  who  is  associated  with  the  American  Reserve  In 
surance  Company  of  New  York.  The  committee  recommended  an  in- 
crease in  the  total  amount  of  insurance  carried  to  correspond 
more  nearly  to  the  value  of  the  properties,  the  placing  of  all 
policies  on  a 90%  co-insurance  basis,  and  a gradual  ^ ® 

policies  from  a three-year  terra  to  a five-year  term.  The  com- 
mittee also  recojiimended  that  because  of  the  importance  of  g 

the  declared  value  of  the  buildings  accurate  and  reliable,  and 
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not  likely  to  provoke  contest  in  case  of  fire  loss,  an  appraisal 
be  secured  by  an  insurance  appraisal  firm  of  recognized  standing, 
and  that  changes  in  value  by  additions  and  improvements  be  peri- 
odically checked.  Such  an  appraisal  was  made  in  the  spring  of 
1935.  This  appraisal  showed  for  all  our  buildings  and  their 
contents,  so  far  as  they  are  insurable,  a ”depreciated  or  net 
sound  value”  of  $4,269,127.  On  the  new  plan  of  insurance  the 
annual  cost  will  be  about  $9,000  a year,  with  a total  coverage 
of  $3,800,000  — as  against  a present  annual  cost  of  about  $7,200, 
with  a total  coverage  of  about  $2,400,000. 

The  committee  recommended  a checking  of  fire  hazards 
■and  their  elimination,  the  elimination  of  storage  of  combustible 
materials  in  basements  and  elsewhere,  the  equipment  of  adequate 
fire  extinguishers  and  the  care  of  these  extinguishers  at  desig- 
nated intervals,  and  the  installation  of  metal  protection  at 
certain  points.  These  recommendations  have  been  carried  out. 

Other  forward  steps  in  the  matter  of  insurance, 
approved  by  members  of  the  same  committee,  were  taken  by  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  meeting  of  July  11,  as  stated  above. 
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II.  Gifts  and  Bequests 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer 
shows  a gain  in  gifts  for  the  year  19S4-35.  While  the  amount  is 
much  less  than  in  the  years  before  the  depression,  yet  the  report 
gives  hope  that  improvement  in  business  conditions  is  leading  the 
friends  of  the  College  to  resume  their  support  of  the  continuing 
needs  of  the  institution. 

The  funds  received  as  gifts  in  the  course  of  the  year 
amounted  to  $112,840.  Gifts  to  capital  amounted  to  $51,520;  gifts 
for  current  use  amounted  to  $61,320.  These  gifts  are  listed  in 
full  in  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer.  All  of  them  are  gratefully 
acknowledged. 

The  largest  single  gift  of  the  year  was  an  addition  of 
$50,000  to  the  Etta  Fraser  Miller  Loan  Fund,  from  Mr.  R.  T.  Miller, 
Jr., of  Chicago,  of  the  College  Class  of  1891,  the  donor  of  the 
original  fund.  The  enlarged  fund  amounts  to  $200,000,  and  for  the 
present  cares  adequately  for  the  needs  of  the  seniors  and  juniors 
who  find  it  necessary  to  borrow  money  in  order  to  complete  their 
study  here.  It  also  makes  possible  limited  loans  to  a few  alumni 
who  are  undertaking  graduate  study.  It  is  difficult  for  those  who 
are  not  associated  with  the  committee  in  charge  of  the  loans  made 
from  this  fund  to  know  how  great  a service  it  has  rendered  and  is 
rendering,  particularly  during  these  recent  years  of  special 
stringency. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  gift  of  $1,000 
from  Miss  Mary  M.  Vial  to  Allen  Hospital,  a gift  which  made  it 
possible  for  the  hospital  to  come  through  the  year  without  a 
deficit. 


Another  gift  of  $1,000  is  of  special  interest.  This 
region,  as  well  as  the  entire  country,  is  threatened  with  serious 
damage  by  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease.  During  the  year  the  College  re- 
ceived from  Dr.  Charles  Lathrop  Pack  (an  honorary  alumnus)  a gift 
of  $1,000  to  be  used  in  caring  for  the  elm  trees,  to  put  them  in 
as  good  condition  as  possible  and  combat  this  threatened  invasion. 
The  money  is  being  carefully  expended  in  trimming  and  "feeding" 
our  elm  trees,  particularly  those  on  the  campus.  Dr.  Pack  is 
rendering  a significant  service  to  the  entire  nation  through  his 
active  interest  in  preserving  its  trees  and  forests. 

Other  specially  notable  gifts  were:  $1,400  from  Mr.  H. 

J.  Haskell  for  equipment  for  the  Department  of  Psychology;  $1,200 
from  Parke,  Davis  and  Company  to  the  Department  of  Chemistry  for 
vitamin  research;  and  $500  for  special  scholarship  aid  from  the 
S.  P.  Fenn  Foundation  of  Cleveland. 

We  are  very  grateful  for  the  cooperation  of  certain 
alumni  groups,  notably  the  Oberlin  Women's  Club  of  Chicago,  the 
North  Shore  Club  of  Chicago,  and  the  Oberlin  Women's  Club  of  Colum- 
bus, in  providing  funds  for  scholarship  aid. 
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Reference  to  the  Federal  Emergency  Relief  grant  of 
$22,500  is  made  in  Section  VII  of  this  report. 

During  the  year  the  College  received  bequests  from  the 
estates  of  George  Green  Cook,  Lucy  Haskell  Dana,  John  W.  Dickin- 
son, and  Conde  Wilson  Hickok.  In  soioe  cases  bequests  come  from 
those  who  during  their  lifetime  gave  with  some  regularity  to  the 
College,  but  in  other  instances  they  are  received  from  estates 
of  those  who  thus  make  their  first  known  contribution  to  the  in- 
stitution, There  seem  to  be  welcome  indications  that  our  alumni 
are  becoming  more  ’’will  conscious”  in  respect  to  the  College. 
Alumni  who  are  attorneys  or  trust  officers  can  do  a real  service 
for  the  College  in  this  field. 
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III.  Needs 

It  is  sometimes  hard  to  realize  that  a man  or  a family 
or  an  institution  may  at  the  same  time  have  much  and  need  much; 
but  it  is  often  true,  and  it  is  eminently  true  of  Oberlin.  We 
have  much,  and  no  listing  of  needs  should  belittle  the  generosity 
Trhich,  through  many  gifts  and  bequests,  small  and  large,  has  built 
the  College  up  to  its  modern  strength. 

We  have  a large  endowment,  which  is  being  handled  with 
the  utmost  individual  and  collective  care;  but  we  constantly  need 
more  endowment,  whether  unrestricted,  so  that  the  income  may  be 
used  for  any  purpose  deemed  most  urgent  by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
or  restricted  to  the  fulfillment  of  some  special  desire  of  the 
donor.  In  particular,  at  the  present  time,  we  need  endowment 
for  honor  scholarships  and  for  student  aid. 

We  have  many  buildings;  but  we  lack,  strangely  enough, 
certain  very  necessary  buildings  which  no  college  in  our  class 
should  have  to  do  without.  Oberlin  is  probably  the  only  coedu- 
cational college  in  Ohio  which  does  not  have  a respectable  gymna- 
sium for  women.  It  is  particularly  galling  that  a department 
which  has  produced  and  is  producing  such  men  as  our  Department 
of  Physics  should  be  merely  tolerated  in  the  general  recitation 
building  (partly  in  the  cellar)  instead  of  having  a building  of 
its  own.  Reduced  to  the  utmost  alphabetized  brevity  the  list  of 
our  other  building  needs  is  somewhat  as  follows:  Botany  Building, 
General  Recitation  Building,  Geology  Building,  Heating  Plant, 

Hotel,  Library  Addition,  Little  Theatre  (it  might  be  quite  little!) 
Organ  Building,  Psychology  Building,  Residence  Halls,  Social  Build- 
ing, Zoology  Building.  The  President  would  be  glad  (to  put  it 
mildly)  to  expand  any  item  in  that  list  to  anyone  interested  in 
making  the  building  possible. 

Lesser  needs  are  numerous  and  various.  Some  of  them  are 
such  that  gifts  of  any  amount,  from  a single  dollar  to  a hundred 
thousand,  would  be  welcome:  such  are  gifts  for  student  aid,  for 
books,  for  music  (for  the  Conservator^^  Library,  the  A Cappella 
Choir,  or  the  Musical  Union),  for  photographs,  paintings,  or  other 
objects  of  art  for  the  Allen  Art  Museum,  and  for  the  planting  of 
trees  or  the  care  and  development  of  certain  parts  of  our  grounds. 

Here,  finally,  is  a miscellany  of  specific  needs  which 
we  cannot  meet  from  the  budget.  Each  of  these  needs  lies  finan- 
cially in  the  range  from  one  thousand  dollars  to  ten  thousand 
dollars.  They  are:  an  alumni  catalogue;  brick  diagonal  walks  on 
the  campus;  the  development  of  Galpin  Field;  the  remodeling  of  the 
conservatory  offices;  completion  of  the  open  air  theatre  in  the 
Arboretum;  purchase  of  outing  grounds  for  women  (corresponding  to 
the  Chance  Creek  property,  which  has  meant  so  much  to  the  men); 
and  a publication  fund,  the  income  of  which  could  be  used  for  the^ 
publication  of  research  work  or  of  creative  work,  literary  or  musical. 

To  Oberlin  College,  which  has  much,  may  much  be  given! 
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IV.  The  Work  of  the  President 

The  main  effort  of  the  year  was  the  endeavor  to  guide 
faculty  and  Trustees  wisely  toward  the  resumption  of  a more  nor- 
mal general  financial  procedure.  The  need  for  recovery  in  various 
respects  had  become  increasingly  great;  and  prospects  as  to  in- 
come appeared  to  justify  a moderate  degree  of  forward  movement, 
though  not  nearly  so  much  as  would  have  been  inherently  desirable. 
The  major  results  of  this  movement  have  been  noted  in  Section  I of 
this  report:  the  granting  of  certain  leaves  of  absence  involving 
replacement  costs;  the  making  of  a few  advances  in  salary;  and 
the  lightening  of  the  percentage  of  the  general  salary  reduction. 

Certain  group  and  individual  pension  problems  of  ex- 
ceptional intricacy  took  a large  amount  of  time  and  strength 
through  the  year.  It  is  hoped  that  the  decisions  reached  may  be 
of  continuing  value. 

In  the  opening  months  of  the  year  a large  proportion 
of  the  president's  time  was  spent  in  the  endeavor  to  guide 
faculty  thought  and  action,  and  to  some  extent  student  thought 
and  action,  in  dealing  with  the  problems  created  by  the  doings 
and  desires  of  the  small  but  active  group  of  radical  students. 
Further  reference  to  these  problems  will  be  made  in  Section  VII 
of  this  report. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  substantial  progress 
was  made  in  organizing  a general  study  of  the  basic  "Problems 
of  the  Independent  College";  and  some  of  the  initial  divisions 
of  this  study  v.'ere  carried  well  forward. 

Since  1932  the  President  has  served  as  chairman  of  a 
Sponsoring  Committee  for  a Study  of  College  Music,  carried  on 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Association  of  American  Colleges,  and 
financed  by  a generous  grant  from  the  Carnegie  Corporation.  This 
study  was  brought  to  completion  late  in  1934;  in  the  spring  of 
1935  a report  was  published,  under  the  title  College  Music,  bv 
the  Macmillan  Company. 

Illness  forced  the  President  to  be  away  from  Oberlin 
for  some  time  in  the  late  autumn  and  again  for  most  of  the  winter. 
He  desires  to  express  his  appreciation  and  gratitude  to  the  col- 
leagues who  shared  in  carrying  on  the  necessary  administrative 
activities  and  served  the  College  excellently  well  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  enlarged  tasks. 
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V.  Emeritus  Teachers  and  Officers 

Several  of  our  Emeriti  were  active  during  the  year  in 
educational  and  scholarly  lines.  Professor  Breckenridge  served 
in  the  Conservatory  as  Acting  Professor  of'  Harp.  Professor  Foster 
gave  a series  of  lectures  at  the  Andover-Ne¥rton  Theological  Semin- 
ary, and  has  completed  a biography  of  the  great  Andover  theologian, 
Edwards  Amasa  Park.  Professor  Fullerton  taught  in  the  summer  in 
Unibn  Theological  Seminary,  and  published  in  the  Journal  of 
Biblical  Literature  another  article  in  his  notable  series  of 
studies  of  the  Book  of  Job.  Professor  Grover  again  carried  on 
active  work  in  the  Botanical  Laboratory  and  the  Herbarium,  both 
in  the  classification  and  arrangement  of  material  and  in  special 
research.  Professor  Lynds  Jones  continued  his  services  as  chair- 
man of  the  Oberlin  School  Board.  Professor  Martin  gave  lectures 
and  gallery  talks  as  a member  of  the  staff  of  the  Cleveland  Art 
Museum. 


The  President,  while  in  Florida  in  quest  of  health,  had 
the  pleasure  of  being  most  courteously  welcomed  at  Coconut  Grove 
by  Dr.  Hanna,  Professor  Barry,  and  Professor  and  Mrs.  Kimball. 
Professor  Kimball’s  creative  versatility  has  for  many  years  ex- 
pressed itself  in  very  charming  landscape  painting. 

Edgar  George  Sweet,  Professor  of  Singing,  Emeritus, 
died  at  his  home  in  Oberlin  on  March  14,  1955.  He  had  served 
Oberlin  for  twenty-eight  years.  He  retired  in  1921.  From  1924 
to  1954  he  served  as  Treasurer  of  The  First  Church  in  Oberlin. 

The  Memorial  Minute  adopted  in  his  honor  by  the  General  Faculty 
reads  in  part: 


Through  the  generations  of  students  who 
caught  something  of  his  vision  of  beauty  and  truth 
his  work  lives  on.  Unswerving  in  loyalty  to  what  he 
believed  to  be  the  right,  and  ever  willing  to  espouse 
its  cause,  he  reflected  in  all  his  relations  an  utter 
genuineness.  Edgar  George  Sweet  was  a friendly  man. 

He  was  a deeply  religious  man  who  served  long  and 
faithfully  the  church  he  loved;  her  music  in  his  minis- 
try was  as  sacred  as  prayer.  We  mourn  his  loss  and  we 
cherish  his  memory.

Personal  Items 

Two  members  of  the  Department  of  Economics,  Professors 
Lewis  and  Nilsson,  served  the  National  Government  in  Washington 
during  the  year.  Professor  Lewis  was  employed  by  the  National 
Recovery  Administration,  serving  from  September  to  February  as 
Code  Supervisor,  from  February'-  to  June  (commuting  between  Oberlin 
and  Washington)  as  a member  of  the  Advisory  Council,  and  from 
June  to  late  August  on  the  staff  of  the  Division  of  Review. 
Professor  Nilsson  was  employed  by  the  Securities  and  Exchange 
Commission  as  analyst,  in  charge  of  part  of  the  research  staff 
investigating  security  issues. 

The  $1,000  first  prize  for  an  American  Symphony, 
offered  by  Swift  and  Company,  of  Chicago,  was  won  by  Norraand 
Lockwood,  Assistant  Professor  of  Theory  and  Composition  in  the 
Conservatory.  The  symphony,  entitled  "A  Year's  Chronicle"  (im- 
pressions of  the  year  1953)  was  played  by  the  Chicago  Symphony 
Orchestra,  under  the  direction  of  Frederick  Stock,  at  its  con- 
certs on  April  4 and  5. 


The  Length  of  the  College  Year 

Study  of  the  length  of  our  college  year  as  compared 
with  that  of  forty-one  other  institutions  showed  that  the  net 
length  of  the  year  in  Oberlin  was  greater  than  in  any  of  the 
other  institutions  except  Harvard,  in  iidiich  the  length  was  ex- 
actly the  same  as  ours.  It  was  eventually  decided  that  our  year 
should  be  shortened  by  one  week,  and  "that  Commencement  for  any 
year  be  appointed  for  the  Tuesday  preceding  the  fourteenth  day 
of  June,  with  the  provision  that  if  June  14  is  itself  a Tuesday, 
that  date  be  the  date  of  Commencement."

Deaths 


Death  took  a tragically  heavy  toll  among  our  students 
during  the  year.  In  the  autumn  Mildred  Burnham,  a senior  in  the 
Conservatory,  was  killed  in  an  automobile  accident;  and  Carl  Spahr, 
a senior  in  the  Conservatory,  and  Lawrence  Eisenhauer,  a freshman 
in  the  College,  died  of  illnesses.  In  the  winter  Frederick  K. 
Calahan,  a senior  in  the  College,  died  of  illness.  In  the  summer 
Ruth  Wake,  a sophomore  in  the  College,  was  killed  in  an  automo- 
bile accident  near  her  home.  By  the  desire  of  the  Senior  Class 
and  on  vote  of  the  faculty,  the  names  of  the  three  seniors  are 
carried  on  the  college  lists  as  alumni  of  the  class;  and  diplomas 
made  out  in  their  names  were  sent  at  commencement  time  to  their 
parents . 


Student  Aid 


Student  financial  need  remained  great,  and  great  efforts 
were  made  to  meet  it.  About  $80,000  was  given  to  students  in 
scholarships  and  in  student  aid;  and  about  $25,000  in  loans. 

Sums  totaling  about  $125,000  w'ere  earned  by  students  through 
campus  employment.  The  Federal  Emergency  Relief  Administration 
continued  to  make  grants  to  students  on  conditions  essentially 
the  same  as  those  described  in  the  preceding  report.  The  total 
number  of  students  benefiting  by  these  grants  was  244;  and  the 
total  amount  earned  by  them  was  about  $22,500,  the  average  grant 
being  therefore  almost  $100.  Many  of  the  projects  were  of  benefit 
to  the  community  as  well  ss  to  the  College,  Our  projects  and  our 
general  FERA  set-up  received  commendation  from  the  state  head- 
quarters and  from  one  of  the  FERA  committees  in  Washington. 
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Chapel  Seating 

+V,  ->  major  changes  were  made,  on  student  initiative,  in 

the  plan  of  chapel  seating,  ’ 

Prior  to  this  year  college  and  conservatory  seniors  had 
been  seated  together,  but  college  and  conservatory  students  in 
the  three  lower  classes  had  been  seated  separately.  It  was  de- 
cided in  the  autumn  that  students  of  these  two  departments  should 
be  seated  together  in  the  three  lower  classes  as  well  as  in  the 
upper  class. 

A more  drastic  change  consisted  in  the  decision  that 
the  separation  of  men  and  women,  which  has  presumably  been 
characteristic  of  Oberlin  chapel  seating  from  the  beginning, 
should  be  abandoned  in  favor  of  the  mingling  of  men  and  women. 

This  change,  fully  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  coeducation, 

was  expected  to  produce,  and  did  produce,  a more  normal  and  better 
audience. 


Both  changes  went  into  effect  at  the  beginning  of  the 
second  semester • The  second  change  was  made  as  an  experiment  for 
the  second  semester. 


The  Honor  System 

The  Honor  System  on  the  whole  works  relatively  well. 

It  has  its  ups  and  downs,  the  downs  resulting  in  more  active 
faculty  and  student  criticism  and  in  minor  or  major  revisions  of 
the  system.  Such  criticism,  increasingly  active  for  the  last 
year  or  so,  led  in  the  autumn  to  the  decision  to  reinstate  the 
custom  of  writing  and  signing  the  Honor  Pledge  in  each  examina- 
tion book. 


The  National  Student  League  and  the 
Progressive  Union 

Reference  y/as  made  in  the  preceding  report  to  the  emer- 
gence of  an  active  radical  group  in  the  year  1935-54.  In  the 
spring  of  that  year,  that  group  petitioned  the  faculty  for  re- 
cognition as  a chapter  of  the  National  Student  League.  The 
petition  was  tabled,  and  a very  careful  study  of  the  National 
Student  League  as  a national  organization  was  carried  on  in  the 
summer.  In  October,  1934,  the  Committee  on  Student  Organizations 
made  an  extensive  report  on  the  matter,  closing  with  the  recom- 
mendation "That,  in  the  spirit  of  tolerance  and  free  discussion, 
the  faculty  grant  permission  for  the  establishment  of  a local 
chapter  of  the  National  Student  League."  This  recommendation 
y;as  adopted  by  the  faculty,  "upon  the  express  understanding  that 
granting  the  permission  does  not  imply  approval  of  the  program 
of  the  National  Student  League  as  set  forth  in  this  report." 
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The  President  has  prepared  and  filed  in  the  Office  of 
the  Secretary  a detailed  report  on  the  recognition  of  the 
National  Student  League. 

Not  long  afterwards,  a considerable  group  of  dissi- 
dents broke  away  from  the  original  group,  and  formed  a less 
radical  local  organization  called  the  Progressive  Union. 

Both  organizations  were  small,  and  neither  appears  to 
have  carried  much  weight  with  the  student  body  as  a whole.  Each 
held  meetings,  in  some  cases  with  outside  speakers,  and  the 
National  Student  League  published  a mimeographed  periodical. 

The  Student  Vanguard . Most  of  the  activities  of  the  National 
Student  League  and  the  Progressive  Union  were  undertaken  not 
alone  but  in  cooperation  with  other  and  larger  organizations. 


The  Peace  Society  and  the  Public  Affairs  Society 

These  societies,  each  with  a membership  of  several 
hundred  students,  continued  their  meetings  and  their  activities. 
An  address  by  Oswald  Garrison  Villard,  ”A  World  in  Arms,”  was 
perhaps  the  most  notable  of  those  sponsored  by  the  Peace  Society; 
and  an  address  by  Honorable  William  E.  Sweet  on  "The  Program  and 
Significance  of  the  NRA”  was  perhaps  the  most  notable  of  those 
sponsored  by  the  Public  Affairs  Society.  The  activities  of  both 
societies  culminated  in  the  Anti-War  Conference  to  which  re- 
ference is  made  below. 


The  Convention  of  Cosmopolitan  Clubs 

The  fourth  annual  State  Convention  of  the  Federated 
Cosmopolitan  Clubs  of  Ohio  was  held  in  Oberlin  in  May.  The 
Oberlin  Cosmopolitan  Club,  with  a student  membership  drawn  from 
seventeen  foreign  countries  end  almost  every  state  in  the  Union, 
was  host.  The  three-day  program  included  lectures,  round-table 
discussions,  an  "international  revue,”  and  various  social  activi- 
ties. More  than  one  hundred  delegates  and  visitors  from  a dozen 
colleges  and  universities,  representing  twenty-five  countries, 
attended  the  convention.  Mr.  A.  M.  Bustamante,  a native  of  the 
Philippines  and  a senior  in  the  Oberlin  Graduate  School  of 
Theology , was  president  of  the  state  organization  and  served  as 
chairman  of  the  convention. 


The  Intercollegiate  Anti-War  Conference 

Seven  student  organizations,  the  Peace  Society,  the 
Public  Affairs  Society,  the  National  Student  League,  the  Pro- 
gressive Union,  the  Y.M.C.A.,  the  Y.W.C.A.,  and  the  Cosmopolitan 
Club,  joined  in  the  sponsorship  and  management  of  a notable  Inter- 
collegiate Anti-War  Conference  held  in  Oberlin  on  March  1 »nd  2. 
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Students  made  and  carried  out  all  plans  for  the  conference. 

Thomas  A.  Brown,  *35,  a representative  of  the  Public  Affairs 
Society,  acted  with  notable  ability  as  chairman  of  the  Manage- 
ment Committee.  Professor  Jaszi  acted  as  counsellor,  and  Pro- 
fessor Fenn  as  parliamentarian.  There  were  present  150  delegates, 
representing  eighteen  Ohio  colleges.  Five  round-table  discussions 
were  held,  dealing  respectively  with  Preparedness,  Passive  Re- 
sistance, Militant  Pacifism,  Nationalization  of  War  Resources, 
and  the  League  of  Nations.  Each  panel  prepared  resolutions,  which 
were  presented  by  the  Resolutions  Committee  to  the  Second  Plenary 
Session  of  the  conference.  The  high  point  of  the  conference  was 
a stirring  address  by  Senator  Gerald  P.  Nye  on  the  subject  ”Ways 
to  Peace." 


The  Anti-War  "Strike" 


The  so  called  student  "Strike  against  War,"  called  for 
April  12  in  schools  and  colleges  throughout  this  country  and 
abroad  by  various  national  and  international  student  organiza- 
tions, became  in  Oberlin,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  faculty, 
a sort  of  postponed  extra  session  of  the  Anti-War  Conference. 
Classes  were  omitted  for  the  eleven  o'clock  hour,  and  a meeting 
of  the  student  body  was  held  in  the  Chapel.  Brief  talks  were 
given,  and  resolutions  were  adopted  commending  the  work  of 
Senator  Nye  and  expressing  disapproval  of  various  actions  and 
measures  thought  to  be  contra.ry  to  the  maintenance  of  peace. 
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VIII.  The  Alumni 

The  year  was  marked,  for  the  Alumni  Association,  by  the. 
launching  of  the  General  Alumni  Fund,  which  got  off  to  a good 
start,  and  by  the  appointment  of  a resident  secretary. 

The  Alumni  Association  has  been  for  three  years  with- 
out a full-time  secretary.  Through  this  period  the  Alumni  Maga- 
zine has  been  ably  edited  and  the  routine  work  of  the  office 
carried  on  by  Miss  Dorothy  Hall,  who  now  goes  to  take  a position 
in  Antioch  College.  Late  in  the  spring  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Alumni  Association  engaged  Miss  Virginia  Van  Fossan,  '27, 
to  serve  for  a year  as  Resident  Alumni  Secretary.  Miss  Van 
Fossan  will  edit  the  Alumni  Magazine , and  develop  the  work  of 
the  Association  as  far  as  possible. 

The  College  has  set  aside  new  quarters  for  the  Asso- 
ciation — the  entire  second  floor  of  the  Evans  Block,  just  north 
of  the  Oberlin  Inn  and  above  the  present  office  of  the  Oberlin 
Review.  The  rooms  are  to  be  somewhat  remodeled,  with  provision 
for  a lounge  as  well  as  for  the  office  of  the  Association.  The 
Association  will  have  the  exclusive  use  of  these  quarters;  end 
the  cutting  of  a door  through  to  the  second  floor  of  the  Inn 
will  establish  a convenient  and  mutually  profitable  relation 
between  the  alumni  headquarters  and  the  Inn. 

With  the  appointment  of  Miss  Van  Fossan  and  the  es- 
tablishment of  the  Association  in  this  new  home,  the  stage  seems 
to  be  set  for  a more  active  development  of  the  work  of  the  Asso- 
ciation.

After 
Mrs.  Orton’s  death  seniority  in  point  of  date  of  graduation 
passed  successively  to  Henry  G.  Smith,  *62,  who  died  on  April  23, 
to  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Kinney  Rice,  *63,  who  died  on  August  8,  and  to 
Mrs.  Erances  Henderson  Keep,  *64,  of  Detroit. 
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IX.  Special  Matters 
Supplementary  Instruction 

Upon  the  Haskell  Foundation  two  lectures  dealing  with 
problems  of  Christian  thought  were  given  by  Dr.  Karl  Heim,  of 
tlie  University  of  Tubingen;  and  five  lectures,  in  the  Old  Testa- 
ment field,  by  President  Julian  Morgenstern,  of  Hebrew  Union 
College.  Upon  the  Martin  Foundation  four  lectures  upon  the 
general  subject  of  Hellenism  were  given  by  Sir  Richard  W.  Living- 
stone, President  of  Corpus  Christi  College;  and  five  lectures, 
upon  the  general  subject  "Types  of  People  under  the  Roman  Em- 
pire," by  Mr.  M.  P.  Charlesworth  of  the  University  of  Cambridge. 

Dr.  Joseph  Needham,  also  of  the  University  of  Cambridge,  gave 
two  lectures  on  the  Mead-Swing  Foundation  on  "The  Relation  of 
Biochemistry  to  the  Structure  of  the  Organism."  The  Honors  Day 
address  was  given  by  Dean  Emeritus  Charles  R.  Brown,  of  the  Yale 
Divinity  School,  on  the  subject  "Finding  Ourselves."  The  series 
of  Artist  Recitals  included  concerts  or  recitals  by  the  Cleveland 
Orchestra  (three  concerts),  Jascha  Heifetz,  Mme.  Crete  Stueckgold, 
Miss  Eunice  Norton,  Artur  Schnabel,  the  Budapest  String  Quartet, 
and  Nelson  Eddy.  Many  other  notable  single  lectures  and  addresses, 
dealing  with  a wide  variety  of  subjects,  periods  and  countries, 
and  many  other  notable  concerts  and  recitals  were  given  in  the 
course  of  the  year;  and  a remarkable  series  of  art  exhibitions 
was  held  in  the  Allen  Memorial  Art  Building.  A complete  list  of 
the  lectures,  concerts,  recitals,  dramatic  performances,  and 
art  exhibitions  for  the  calendar  year  1934  appears  on  pages 
242-245  of  the  Annual  Catalogue  for  the  college  year  1934-55.  A 
similar  list  for  the  year  1935  will  appear  in  the  Annual  Catalogue 
for  the  college  year  1935-36. 


The  Church  Music  Conference 


The  first  Church  Music  Conference  to  be  sponsored  by  the 
Conservatory  of  Music  was  held  in  Oberlin  on  December  13  and  14. 
Dr.  Sydney  Nicholson,  formerly  organist  and  choirmaster  of  West- 
minster Abbey,  and  now  Warden  of  the  College  of  St.  Nicholas, 
London,  was  the  guest  speaker.  More  than  a hundred  visitors, 
for  the  most  part  organists  and  choir  directors,  attended  the 
lectures,  discussions,  and  illustrative  programs.  In  view  of  the 
success  of  this  conference,  the  Conservatorj’’  is  considering  the 
possibility  of  holding  an  annual  "clinic"  on  church  music  and 
choir  training. 


The  Annual  Religious  Conference 

The  custom  of  bringing  in  a speaker  for  three  days  of 
services  and  interviews  — three  days  which  went  by  the  ill- 
chosen  name  of  "Religious  Emphasis  Week"  — was  replaced  this

year  by  a Plan  modeled  largely  on  the  very  successful  Causey  Con- 
ferences  held  some  years  ago.  Three  men  were  brought  in  together 
for  February  5 and  6:  Dr.  Edmund  B.  Chaffee,  Director  of  the 
Labor ^Temple,  New  York,  Dr.  Jerome  Davis,  ’13,  Professor  of 
Practical  Philanthropy,  Tale  Divinity  School,  and  Dr.  Robert  R. 
Wicks,  Dean  of  the  University  Chapel,  Princeton.  The  general 
subject  of  the  conference  was  "Christian  Religion  in  Social 
Action."  The  three  speakers  approached  the  subject  more  par- 
ticularly from  the  points  of  view  of  Labor,  Economics,  and 
Religion  respectively.  Students  were  given  opoortunity  for 
personal  interviews  with  Dr.  Chaffee,  Dr.  Davii,  and  Dr.  Wicks 
while  they  were  on  the  campus;  and  on  the  following  Sunday 
evening  several  faculty  members  held  open  house  so  that  in- 
terested students  might  discuss  points  brought  out  in  or  suggest- 
ed by  the  conference. 


The  Centennial  of  Higher  Education  for 
Negroes  in  Oberlin 

The  decision  to  make  admission  to  Oberlin  College  pos- 
sible  without  distinction  of  race  or  color  was  made  in  the  spring 
of  1855.  The  centennial  of  that  decision  was  recognized  in  the 
spring  of  1955  by  a special  Assembly,  held  on  April  11,  at  which 
Dr.  Mordecai  Johnson,  President  of  Howard  University,  reviewed 
the  progress  of  higher  education  for  Negroes  in  America,  and  by 
the  placing  of  a simple  bronze  tablet  in  Carnegie  Library. 


Commencement 


The  commencement  program  opened  on  Friday  evening, 

June  14,  with  a concert  by  the  School  Music  Department  in  Warner 
Hall,  followed  by  the  Dramatic  Association  play,  "Much  Ado  About 
Nothing,"  in  the  Chapel.  Saturday  became,  more  appropriately, 
"Campus"  Day  instead  of  "Class"  Day,  as  in  the  past,  and  was 
filled  with  activities  appealing  to  widely  varied  interests. 

The  usual  alumni  golf  tournament  and  a concert  by  the  Conserva- 
tory of  Music  came  in  the  morning;  the  Pi  Kappa  Lambda  Society 
held  its  annual  noon  luncheon;  in  the  afternoon  the  alumni  and 
varsity  competed  on  the  athletic  field  for  supremacy  in  baseball 
and  tennis,  an  informal  reception  for  alumni  and  faculty  was 
held,  and  the  women  of  the  Senior  and  Junior  Classes  carried 
the  daisy  chain  and  sang  campus  songs  at  the  Memorial  Arch;  the 
"0"  Club  dinner  was  made  an  occasion  for  paying  enthusiastic 
honor  to  Mr.  Savage,  and  the  "O.C."  Club  held  a reunion  banquet 
in  celebration  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  beginning  of 
physical  education  for  women  at  Oberlin  College;  and  during  the 
evening  the  second  conservatory  concert  and  a second  presenta- 
tion of  the  Dramatic  Association  play  were  given. 

Dr.  Stocking  delivered  the  Baccalaureate  Sermon  on 
Sunday  afternoon,  speaking  on  the  subject  "Some  Certainties  in 
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an  Age  of  Question";  and  the  Conservatory  String  Quartet  and  the 
A Cappella  Choir  presented  a combined  concert  in  the  evening. 

Monday  was,  as  usual,  Alumni  Day.  At  the  meeting  of 
the  Alumni  Association  in  the  afternoon  L.L.S.  presented  an 
historical  pageant,  written  by  Miss  Frances  Hosford,  ’91,  Mrs. 
Fmilie  Royce  Comings,  ’77,  and  Miss  Iris  Haverstack,  ’07,  mark- 
ing the  centennial  of  the  organization;  the  third  award  of  the 
Alumni  Distinguished  Service  Medal  was  made  to  Dr.  Wager;  and 
an  extensive  report  on  the  alumni  questionnaire  was  made  and 
discussed.  The  recent  and  more  satisfactory  arrangement  of  hold- 
ing the  Reunion  Glee  Club  Concert  on  the  evening  of  Alumni  Day, 
first  instituted  in  1952,  again  prevailed,  and  was  followed  by 
group  singing  and  reunion  class  stunts  on  the  chapel  plaza,  as 
mist  slowly  settled  upon  the  campus  elms  and  the  Japanese  lan- 
terns. 


At  the  Commencement  Exercises,  the  Commencement  Address 
was  given  by  Mr.  Lewis  Mumford,  of  New  York,  upon  the  subject 
"The  Recovery  of  the  American  Heritage."  Two  hundred  and  forty- 
eight  degrees  were  conferred,  two  hundred  and  forty-three  degrees 
in  course,  and  the  following  honorary  degrees:

The  Alumni  Luncheon,  which  for  three  years  had  been 
omitted  in  view  of  other  plans,  was  revived,  with  general  satis- 
faction. The  speakers  were  James  W.  Wickenden,  ’28,  who  as  presi- 
dent of  the  Junior  A.l\imni  Council  welcomed  the  seniors  into  member- 
ship^ in  the  alumni  body.  Dr.  Marston  S.  Freeman,  ’85,  President 
William  S.  Ament,  ’10,  Victor  Obenhaus,  ’25,  and  — as  final 
speaker  Dr.  Wager,  for  whom  the  echoing  chapel  applause  was 
renewed.  It  was  indeed,  as  many  called  it,  a "Wager  Commencement." 
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The  Gift  to  Oberlin*s  Church  at  Fouday 

The  Alsatian  valley  in  which  John  Frederick  Oberlin 
lived  and  worked  has  long  been  and  will  always  be  esteemed  as  a 
shrine  by  Oberlin  College.  Professor  Fullerton  represented  the 
College  there  on  the  occasion  of  the  centenary  of  Oberlin’ s death, 
and  President  King,  Dean  Bosworth,  and  Professors  Fiske,  Fitch, 
Kessler  and  Thornton,  and  doubtless  other  members  of  the  faculty, 
have  visited  the  valley  in  years  past. 

This  last  year  the  recently  appointed  pastor  of  Fouday, 
one  of  John  Frederick  Oberlin’ s parishes,  sought  help  from  the 
College.  The  College  as  such  can  hardly  use  its  funds  for  such 
purposes,  desirable  though  they  may  be;  but  the  interest  aroused, 
especially  among  those  concerned  with  French  studies,  led  to  the 
gathering  of  sufficient  funds  — from  the  French  Club,  the 
Maison  Francaise,  the  Student  Council,  and  individual  faculty 
members  — to  purchase  a silver  communion  cup.  This  cup,  suit- 
ably engraved,  was  taken  to  Fouday  in  June  by  Professors  Jameson 
and  Horton,  who  presented  it  to  the  Fouday  church  in  an  im- 
pressive ceremony. 

The  church,  in  return,  gave  to  them  for  the  College  a 
small  urn  containing  earth  from  the  grave  of  John  Frederick 
Oberlin,  who  is  buried  in  the  churchyard  at  Fouday.
